The UFC Octagon Girl has a natural 
lure for all things frantic and chaotic. 
Boys of all shapes and sizes clamor for 
her attention, and they try to get it in 
the most unruliest approach. How else 
would you get a woman of her prestige 
to turn around and look? 

We see it when fans roar her name 
at UFC events, and we witnessed 
it again during our cover shoot. 

When they spotted Arianny casually 
lounging around the pool area in her 
swimsuit, a bunch of hulking dudes — 
some of them possibly fighters — subtly 


crashed the set, ogled her from a 
distance, and did things that would 
make any cover girl feel uneasy.

It was really 
cool to see them start the whole UFC 
craze. 

How does it feel to be one of the 
pioneers of the fastest-growing sport 
in the world? 

It’s amazing to see the company grow 
as much as it has and as fast as it has. 
I still miss the old-school feel of it, but 
it’s a business that’s growing every 
day. It’s an opportunity for these 
amazing talented fighters to make a 
living doing what they love, so that’s 
pretty cool. 

Being an Octagon Girl has opened so 
many doors for you. 

It’s definitely a stepping stone. I’ve 
hosted TV shows and been on covers 
of magazines, so it’s been really great 
for me. 

How many magazine shoots have 
you done? Do you still keep count? 

I don’t even know anymore, ha ha! 
How often do you do photo shoots 
anyway? 

I do photo shoots probably once a 
week, just because I like to have new 
content for social media and all that 
stuff. It’s always good to have new 
pictures. Most people don’t realize 
this, but being an Octagon Girl isn’t 
a walk in the park. It’s a full-time job. 
Your skin has to look good. You can’t 
have pimples. You can’t be fat. You 
have to work out. You have to look 
good all the time. 

How do you deal with breakouts and 
bad hair days?

There are times when I do get 
pimples, but that’s what makeup is 
for, ha ha! 

Ring girls are positioned near the 
cage during fights.

Mark “Cast” Pilar’s daily routine usually involves waking 
up at 12 noon. He goes out to the local convenience 
store or gets something delivered for lunch, then comes 
back to play some Defense of the Ancients (Data) with 
random people to stretch his mental legs. 

Dota is a five-on-five video game, where the team’s 
goal is to destroy the enemy’s giant glowy fountain 
called the Ancient. There are 110 heroes to choose 
from, with different abilities such as spitting poison, 
invisibility, healing, teleportation, and even turning 
into a giant snowball. Games can run from one-sided 
20-minute victories to one-and-a-half-hour epics. 

Every day, at 4 p.m., Mark, 28, and his teammates-Ryo 
“ryoyr” Hasegawa, 22; Djardel “Chrissy” Mampusti, 20; 

Jio “Jeyo” Madayag, 22; and Michael “ninjaboogie” Ross, 
23-join him in practice. This can include scrimmages 
against other organized teams and lasts until around 
10 p.m. Cast can then mess around with his free time or 
go to sleep. With the rest of his team. Because they are 
actually together in one house. In Korea. 

This August, the Dota 2 team that wins The 
International 5-pretty much the World Cup of e-sports, 
and it’s a “sport” because the discipline, the competition, 
and the fan fervor is no different from any other sport- 
gets around 50 percent of a $1 5-million prize pool. That’s 
over $7.5 million-more than what Chile won ($4 million) 
at South American football tournament Copa America, 
and the $4 million that San Antonio Spurs bagged for 
rolling all over the Miami Heat last year. 

And a Filipino team-Cast’s-came very close to joining 
that fight. Meaning they won’t get a shot at big money 
not because they sucked at Dota, but because as with 
all things involving big money, sports or otherwise, 
controversial decisions are often made. But we’re getting 
ahead of the story.

The Korean dream 

Cast's team is Rave, an all Filipino Professional Dota team, based in Incheon, South Korea. The 
Koreans actually came up with the term e-spdrts first. After the late 1 990s Asian financial crisis, 
the South Korean government made telecommunications infrastructure, aka great Internet, a 
priority (they now run at a world-topping blitz rate of 24Mbps). So while we were all goofing off 
on party lines, Korean youth were piling into PC bangs (their term for internet cafes) and already 
playing games online. The government established the Korean E-Sports Association (KeSPA) 
very early in 2000, and accelerated the growth of professional gaming. This mature environment 
is why it’s not a bad place to play. 

How did Rave end up being all-Pinoy? It begins with Cast. 

''Nag-start ako maglaro ng Dota nung first year college ako-Dota 1 pa lang nun" says Cast. 
"Nag-start ako sa palaru-laro lang. After mga (lang months nag-start na akong nnag-connpete 
either sa pustahan or tournament (see sidebar— How Dota turned into a professional big money 
game). Nung nag-start yung fwsi-eyey Mineski Pro Gaming League way back in 2010 [Mineski 
is an internet shop chain and event organizer], yung team namin yung nanalo. Team Pagibig ang 
pangalan namin nun at magbabarkada kami" 

Cast quit school in 2012 to play competitively fulltime. His MSI-sponsored team was a strong 
contender in local tournaments, and he played alongside future Rave members Ryo and Djardel. 
Later in 2013, Cast was invited by a Korean team— Eyes of Tiger, or EOT-after getting to know 
them through scrimmages and needing a replacement for a leaving player. Being the captain of 
a successful team probably led to the manager making the call as well. Yes, Eyes of Tiger, then a 
promising team that finished runners-up in the first offline Dota 2 tournament in Korea. 

Despite his addition to the team, EOT was under-performing, so Cast suggested to his 
manager to bring in Ryoyr, Chrissy, and Jeyo. Pyeong “Pyung” Kwon was the fifth man on the 
squad, but he later gave way to Ninjaboogie and the transformation of EOT into an all-Filipino 
squad was complete. 

However, a further lack of success saw them getting dropped by their sponsor. Rather than 
calling it a day, the team decided to stick it out* “After mag-decide ang sponsor na bitawan na kami, 
si Pyung na lang ang naiwan sa amin," Cast says. Pyung took the managerial reigns, borrowed 
money from his parents to secure a team house, and in June 2014, EOT was reborn as Rave. 

“It’s really hard because we’re all very far from our comfort zone,” Cast admits. “Most of the 
time homesick kami. Then, the cost of living in Korea is quite high compared with the Philippines. 
We survive on a daily basis solely through our, winnings. In short, if we don’t win, then we won’t 
have a decent meal for the day.” Jeyo claims he lost 1 5-20 pounds from only being able to eat 
once a day. Monthly tournaments all over the world— many open to regional and even international 
competitors, it’s the internet after all— prize pools range from $1 0,000 to $1 00,000 pots, and vary 
in duration from a competition weekend to mdnths-long leagues. Win something every month, and 
survival shouldn’t be impossible. Get unlucky though and you end up with a well-known Internet 
story about your team living off nothing but eggs for a week. 

"Totooyun," says Chrissy. "Lahatng prize pool namin, diretso sa bills naming— sa bahay sa 

rental, sa lahat. Nagtitipid kami para may pera kami 
kahit papaano." 

The pros of life abroad? Fast internet and less 
distractions from training— pretty much the only 
thing they do all the time. This “loafer’s life,” despite 
its seeming lack of direction, has paid off for the 
team in a major way. 


Making history in Shanghai 

The 2015 Dota 2 Asian Championships in Shanghai 
last February was the second largest tournament in 
Dota, aside from the annual International held by its 
developer. Valve. The 1 6-team tournament isn’t a 
strictly Asian affair, as they also invite the top teams 
from other continents. Rave was one of two teams 
from Southeast Asia invited. They defeated Invictus 
Gaming, a top-tier Chinese squad, and narrowly lost 
2-1 to Big God, another heavily favored Chinese 
super team, en route to a fifth-place finish and 
^a^l 50,000, or P6.6 million, payday, the largest 
aiTlT5HQiany Filipino e-sports team has ever won. 

MoreTffrpoji^ly, Rave’s strong underdog 
performance agam^MheJocals gained them the 
respect of the e-sports sceri^^Rai^^^erformance 
was such that when time came for thelFTvrtaikiU^ 
Jto The International 2015 (or TI5) to be sent out 
in May, many expected them to receive the sole 
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SEA region invite. The pinnacle of Dota, and 
e-sports as a whole, was well within the Pinoy 
team’s reach. 

But, in a move that surprised many. Valve 
sent the prestigious direct invite to Team 
Malaysia instead. When asked whether he 
felt it should have been them. Cast simply 
says, “In terms of roster stability, yes. But in 
performance, no.” 

Valve had said that roster stability, or how 
long a team has been together, was part 
of the criteria in invitation. Team Malaysia 
was only formed in March, while Rave had 
been around since 2014. On the flipside, the 
Malaysians performed strongly in their short 
lifespan, while Rave didn’t have much aside 
from the DAC win under their belt recently. 

This stability vs. performance metric led 
to several famous players reacting in support 
of the Filipinos. On Twitter, Aui_2000 of 
American team Evil Geniuses asked, “How 
does MY get an invite over Rave, what a 
joke,” while international all-star group Team 
Secret’s Arteezy said, “If Rave doesn’t get 
an invite, GG” [slang for good game aka it’s 
over]. For context, that’s comparable to a 
Scottie Pippen and LeBron James saying 
you should have made it. Cast says: “We felt 
really happy, because being recognized by 
those professional players meant a lot to us. 

It somehow boosted our self-esteem despite 
the misfortunes that happened to us before 
the Tl Qualifiers.” 

They had a second chance to join the 
tournament: the qualifiers-wherein one more 
team from each region gets a pass to the 
manrevefttJ^he drawback is you’d have to 
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beat the best of the rest, of course. 

Rave finished a strong second in their SEA 
qualifier group, level on a 3-1-0 standing with first 
place MVP Phoenix, but were ultimately eliminated 
by the Korean team when they met again in the 
second round. Internet haters then used this 
opportunity to make fun of “peenoise” and say that 
Valve were correct in denying Rave an invite. 

“I think the other teams were much more 
prepared than us, says Cast.” They even spent a 
lot of money just to go to Singapore to play with a 
more stable ping.” During the qualifiers. Rave had 
several problems with their Internet, which led them 
to play at a disadvantage. 

But Cast isn’t blaming things like that for their 
loss. He recognizes that other teams simply worked 
harder. “They train more than 1 0 hours a day and 
they have a nice coach guiding them,” he says. 
“Pyung is just our brother and manager-we m 
had a coach ever since we formed the te^ 

But despite how agonizingly close R^ came 
to the big stage, this actually wasn’t th^best 
performance ever by a team carrying ®ur flag. 


Mineski 

That distinction came in 201 1 when Te^ Mineski was directly invited to the first-ever The 
International (then with an unprecedentecl\$1 million prize). Backed by the eponymous computer 
shop chain and event organizer, Mineski oniy^anag^d one win before crashing out. But in true 
Pinoy fashion, it was an underdog win againsrQK.Nirvana, a Chinese team favored to win the 
entire tournament, e-sports news site Gosu Garribf^ called it the biggest upset of the century. 

Two members of that 201 1 squad-Joshua “Owa” Dela Serna, and Julius “Julz” De 
Leon, both 22— were undergoing “boot camp” when. we visited them. Their sm^iUte^ house in 
Quezon City is also a Mineski stockroom, and they all bunk togethenn^ 2 u«iTI^room. Despite the 
humble setting, the duo has come a long way. 

“When we were invited to Tl, wala kaminQal^ix^'ehf''^^^es Owa. “B/g/a na lang nagsabi yung 
manager namin na, ‘Maa-pracAiceJi.a¥frpnpi^ kayong Germany, sasali kayong TL’ Di nannin 




alann na ganon kalaki yung event. . . 1 8 pa 
lang kanni nun. Hindi rin namin alam magkano 
yung prize... c/un lang namin nalaman talaga.” 
“Wala kaming pakiaiam, laru lang," Julz adds. 

Mineski might have scored a famous win, 
but they didn’t score any actual money, and 
by the time the young players truly realized 
what they got into, they were already on the 
way home. Owa says, “Siguro if we won, mag- 
aaral na kami. Iba yung naging dating sa akin 
ng pagkatalo—bigla akong tumigil, ewan ko 
kung bakit" 

“Stop playing?” we ask. 

“Hindi, stop sa pag-aarai" Owa answers. 
“Naisip kong parang sayang. Naging desisyon 
kong magseryoso sa paglalaro." 

“Nung nalaman na namin yung prize, 
naisip namin na may pag-asa pala kami," Julz 
says. “Kasi isang panalo pa, may PI million 
na kami. Isang win na lang, pero nagkagulo- 
gulo." 

“Three hundred thousand pesos each,” 
adds Owa. “Pero wala. Wala kasing piano." 

He tells a story that illustrated the gap 
between foreign teams and them back 
then. “Lab at ng team, yosi break kunwari, 
nagkwekwentuhan. May magtatanong: ‘Hang 
oras kayo nag-training?’ Pare-parehas si la ng 
oras na binigay, mga 200 hours,” “Kami mg a 
ano /ang...1 8 to 20 hours,” Julz says. 


Bridging the gap 

Ronald “Rhom” Robins, founder of Mineski 
and a pro gamer himself, is also regarded as 
the father of e-sports in the country. His end 
goal? “Gusto ko ang Pinoy, maging globally 
competitive in every e-sport title.” After a 
history of wasted chances, how can we finally 
make the bigs? 

“I’ve been analyzing the scene... looking 
at the best Filipino players na nadaplisan 
ng ideology ng ibang bansa, like Rave who 
went to Korea,” he shares. “I went overseas, 
asked yung mga kaibigan natin sa G arena 
[an e-sports publishing company], s/ John 
Chong [CEO] he has the same intents sa 
League of Legends [LoL is a game played 
through Garena and “rival” sport to Dota. So 
John is basically Rhom’s alternate universe 
version] kasi he wants Filipinos to win. So for 
that to happen, he also studied neighboring 
countries to see what they are doing 
differently: and they have additional support 
outside the managers.” 

Rhom compares us to the elite. “Usually 
ang nag-re-reign yung European and 
American Teams. Ang kagalingan kasi nila, 
they are more disciplined. Usually, the players 
have a higher level of education, so they can 
coach themselves. They usually play with 
a team, and one is a playing coach, not a 
manager. 

“Ang mindset ng mga Pinoy, ‘Ah, limang 
malalakas tayo, panalo nay an! Yes, panalo 
kayo sa Pinas. Jotooyan. Maghanap ka ng 
limang malakas, pagsamahin mo, ipaglaban 
mo, they can win. Philippine teams use skill

But to make it to the cream of the crop, have a good year at the top with, say, P200,000 to 
P300,000 in winnings? “Well, that is enough to raise a family [depending on the standards of 
living]. Julz is his family’s breadwinner. He pays for everything-even the tuition of his brother.But 
every year it [the money in e-sports] is increasing,” Rhom encourages. 

The future 

Rhom goes old man mode. “Dat/, sa sampu mong kaklase sa eskwelahan, mabibilang mo na 
dalawa dyan nag ko-compuiey, walo dyan nagba-basketball,” he says. ''Yun ang uso eh. ‘P’re, 
sabado, ano tara basketball tayol’ Yung iba, tahimik na lang— ‘Tara punta tayo sa shop.’ Ngayon 
baliktad na. Dalawa na lang ang nagba- basketball, walo sa computer shop na. It’s accessible, fun, 
cheap, di kailangan matangkad, mabilis lang ang utak." 

If there’s one thing we don’t lack, it’s potential. Organized support is an entirely different issue. 
But there was one unlikely hero: Senator Benigno “Bam” Aquino IV. 

“Ang Rave nakarating sa US dahil kay Senator Bam,” says Rhom, “Kasi kung bago ang 
passport mo, walang laman ang bank account mo, wala kang trabaho, asa ka pa [makapunta sa 
States] di ba? Pero si Senator Bam, sumulat, pumasa. Ang ganda nga nung papel niya, nakita ko 
pa. Iba pala ang papel sa Senado. ” 

Many in the scene agree that E-sports is just waiting for its Azkals-like moment-the one 
victory which captures the public’s imagination. 

“Yun yung hinihintay namin taiaga" Owa says. Kasi alam mo naman ang mga Pinoy, sa 
trending yan eh. Kung ano ang uso, ‘Oo sige, mag-Dota ka na lang,' ha ha!” 

Epilogue 

“Sa umpisa siyempre, tutol yung parents ko sa pag-do-Dota ko," Cast admits. “Kasi gusto nila 
makatapos muna ako ng pag-aaral. Pero pinatunayan ko naman sa kanila na may patutunguhan 
yung pag do-Dota ko, hind! puro laro lang." 

He’s not going to be able to do it by possibly winning in next year’s The International. As we go 
to press, we were informed that Rave has disbanded following their failed qualification campaign 
last June. But Cast and Chrissy are still partners in a computer shop they are setting up in Cainta. 
Cast’s parents should be pretty damn proud, fhm 


but lack strategy. Ang pinakakulang natin is 
like a Popovich [NBA coach Greg Popovich, 
San Antonio Spurs] sa basketball. Somebody 
who can give the fundamentals to these 
young and talented players. 

“Rave had a very good run. Why? Because 
they were managed by a Korean. The Korean 
is not a professional player per se, pero he 
was playing competitively and he had his own 
team...and yung mga pro players dun become 
coaches and manage new teams because 
they know what it takes to win.” 


Play for pay 

Can you actually live as an e-sports athlete? 

“I treat playing as their job and as their 
career, not just a pastime. Because they are 
getting paid to play,” says Rhom. 

“May players na sinasahuran namin ng 
above-minimum wage (currently P481 in 
Metro Manila),” he adds. “And every time they 
win events, they get everything. There was 
this one time na ang monthly payout ko sa 
players ko was, like, PI 20,000 each. Alam 
mo ba kung magkaipo ang sahod ng Clympic 
swimming team dito? P6,000 a month. Ikaw, 
titigil ka ba sa pag-aaral at lahat-lahat para sa 
P6,000? Paano ka kakain nun?" 

However, the prize distribution in e-sports 
often heavily favors the champions, with 
lower-ranked finishers getting much smaller 
purses-and we’re already talking about the 
elite level. Winning, and winning hard, is the 
only way to survive, and Cwa says that it’s a 
choice a gamer must take. “Kung ito na yung 
pinasukan mo, dapat gawan mo ng paraan 
para ma-sustain mo," he says. “Kailangan 
mo talagang magsakripisyo, kasi pag may 
naabot ka naman [na panalo], wala lang yang 
sahod-pang-surviv^ lang yun kumbaga." 

Chrissy adds: “Hindi [kaya mabuhay sa 
pagiging gamer], sa allowance lang-medyo 
gipit Pero kung laging panalo, kaya. Malalaki 
din naman ang prize pool ng mga tournament 
sa SEA.” 

Cast agrees: “Kaya, but not for a lifetime. 
You should learn how to manage your 
winnings wisely and invest.” 

Rhoms remembers how he took care of 
his team in the early days. “Galing ako sa 
Chinese Family— medyo okay naman ang 
pinanggalingan namin. Pero naranasan ko 
yung gutom nung lima; [the original Mineski 
team]; yung baon ko ang pang-kain nila. Dati 
iniisquatter namin yung mga canned goods 
ng pamilya ko."

To be clear, there is no “bad” beer. 

There are beer bottles that weren’t stored properly, which 
result in lasang /p/s and lasang latak, if you want to nitpick. And 
there are “flavored” beers, but those don’t count. For the most 
part, the familiar Pinoy brewery that carries all the brands you’ve 
been drinking ever since (including Gold Eagle, if you went there) 
has been around for over a century. Anyone who has practiced 
brewing that long should have the formula down pat. 

There is, however, such a thing as taste preference— and for a 
while now, there’s a growing following of beer drinkers who are 
developing a taste for craft beers. Beer brewed in small batches 
by a handful of people, with ingredients made from scratch, with 
flavors more “robust,” and with shorter shelf lives than their 
commercial counterparts. Never mind that they’re twice to four 
times the price of regular beers. For their growing cult following, 
these are the better beers. 


BREWERY: JOE’S BREW

FRESH COMES FIRST 

M ARCO : A lot of commercial brewing uses mostly 
extracts. We do all-grain brewing: all the ingredients 
we have start from scratch. 

JOEY: We extract sugar and starch from the 
grains, We don't use pre-processed extracts where 
ibubuhos mo na lang yung hot water, timplado na. 
MARCO It’s kind of like comparing powdered juice 
to fresh juice. It’s more cost-efficient if it’s powdered 
kasi it’s cheaper, but it’s not fresh. 

TAP VS. BOTTLES 

MARC With commercial beer, tap is better 
because the turnover is faster, so they put in less 
preservatives in the kegs. But for craft beers, we 
don’t use preservatives in either the bottles or kegs. 
JOEY The same beer goes into kegs and bottles. 
We recommend tap, but most people still prefer 
bottles. If you have to store bottles, we recommend 
a shelflife of six months— you could go over but it 
gets mellow and becomes less hoppy, and you don't 
want that. 

FIRST TIMERS 

MARCO: Most of US, kami as well— sanaysa 
San Miguel or San Mig Light. Same thing sa US, 
there’s Budweiser, Miller, or Coors. Craft beers in 
comparison would have a fuller flavor, some people 
would say mas mapait, but also fruitier and aromatic. 


BREWERY: CRAFTPOINT BREWING CO. 

OWNERS: Aldous Bernardo, Chip, Vega, Marvin 
Moreno 

NOT FILTERING BEERS 

ALDOUS: Locally, majority of the brewers don’t 
filter. We don’t do it kasi, when you filter, there’s a 
chance flavor diminishes. Why go through a process 
that gets you a clean-looking bottle if you’re getting 
less flavor? For us, flavor comes before appearance. 

ADVENTURES IN BREWING 

CHIP: We started around 20 1 0, sa bahay nina 
Marvin. None of us have any formal beer education. 
Closest would be Aldous, who’s a chemist, and what 
he handles — talagang inaral niya. 

ALDOUS: I’ve always been excited about 
fermentation. I tried fermenting an orange softdrink 
brand. Ang sagwa. Lasang suka. Pag nag-go- 
grocery ako, yung starches or sugars sa noodles, 
iniisip ko, ano kaya kung gawin kong beer /to? With 
beer kasi the sugar used is malt. So kunware, pano 
kaya kung gagamit ka ng puro sugar-or gagamit 
ka ng kamote siguro? Kamote na beer, meron bang 
ganunl We like to bend the rules. 

MOVING UP AND OUT 

CHIP: I think we’re the second oldest to go 
commercial here in Manila after Katipunan Craft. 
There are a lot of home brewers who were already 
selling but not actively marketing it as craft beers. 
And then around 201 3 or 2014, craft breweries 
started popping up here in Manila.

KIYO: When we do a recipe for a new beer, we 
usually stick to the accepted style guideline, and 
tweak. It’s not rigid, but we don’t try to reinvent the

MIGUEL: It’s a fairly new community, so we don’t 
want to complicate things enough as it is. 

RAFFY: When we started, Hindi nannan hard sell, 
pern nahirapan kami. We had to explain what craft 
beer is. Now it’s not just a novelty na “(Jy, bagong 
beer!” People know what craft beer is. They know 
what kinds they’re looking for. There are even 
places that serve only craft beers. We wouldn’t have 
imagined that when we started— which is only three 
years ago, so ang biiis din. 

WORK... 

KIYO: People envision a Willy Wonka-type factory 
when you speak of owning a brewery, pern in truth 
it’s 90-percent cleaning and 10-percent brewing.

FRANCIS: That’s the beauty of craft beer— there’s 
no limit, so to speak, in terms of the flavor you want 
to create. It’s just like cooking. We do add some 
spices and fruits to come up with different beer 
varieties. We have a beer called Falling Rocks 
brewed with local ube. We've also use sundried 
Sagada orange peel in our beer Hop Attack. 

GD BIG AND GD HDME 

FRANCIS: All brewing processes aims to 
maintain a certain range in temperature to ferment 
and mature the beer, so there's no difference in 
terms of tastes and flavor between beer brewed in 
Baguio versus Manila. Baguio City just happens to 
be a place we love, and where most of our group 
hail from. We have a total of 32 beer varieties; 1 6 of 
them are always available on tap. We do distribute 
in Metro Manila, but we recommend drinking them 
from tap at our Tasting Room in Baguio. 

THE BEST BITS ABDUT DRINKING CRAFT 

FRANCIS: Even if the beer is no longer as 
cold, the flavor and taste are the same. This is 
because we don’t use preservatives and stabilizers 
in brewing. Our goal is not to convert people 
into drinking purely craft beer— we’re more about 
creating choices and options. We always say, let the 
beer speak for itself.

HOW I DID IT 

New York Knicks’ rehab coach 
lives life beyond mediocre 


I doubted myself many times. 

I’d ask myself, “Can I really do 
it? Should I even try?” Yet, I 
stayed true to myself and to the 
vision that I had when I was 1 8— 
standing in front of a basketball 
court, with 20,000 people 
clapping above my head. They 
might not be screaming my name, 
but I’m there in the center of it all. 

I would’ve been able to become 
a full-on athlete if I had the right 
mentor, education, or system 
around me as I was growing up 
and playing sports. 

I learned how to be resilient 
and adaptable. While doing 
community rehab in UP, I lived 
with families who obviously didn’t 
have a lot of money. I stayed in 
Tala Leprosarium in Caloocan for 
two months and saw the plight of 
the people. Not only did I have to 
be resilient there, I also had to be 
empathic. 


I was always willing to do 
anything and found ways to 
get the job done. I always tell 
people, "You have no idea of the 
stuff I did back in the Philippines. 
You have no idea of the things 
I’ve seen. You have no idea of the 
things I had to do not just for my 
own comfort, but also in order to 
help people.” 

Visualize your dream. You 

have to know exactly where you 
are and where you want to be. If 
you can visualize everything— from 
the air-conditioning on your face, 
the breakfast you ate, the buzz of 
the crowd— then you know what 
your goal really is. 

Prepare the path that gets 
you there. A lot of people dream, 
but they forget that dreams need 
work, too. Everybody thought that 
I was an overnight success, but it 
actually took me 20 years to get to 
where I am now.

Money isn’t my No. 1 
goal in life. My goal 
is to do something 
significant— in 
essence, change the 
world. And everyone 
that has used that as 
their goal has gotten 
more money than they 
thought they would. 
Those who think that 
money is the No. 1 
priority don’t really get 
too far. 


It’s a challenge to stay 
professional in this 
industry. It’s difficult, 
especially if you’re a fan, to 
not be a fan when you’re 
supposed to be an authority 
in an athlete’s life. There 
are some professionals who 
cross that line, and instead of 
being an authority and having 
objective ways to determine 
whether a certain player is fit 
to play or not, they tend to be 
more of a fan— they want to 
see their player on the court 
since it makes them happy, 
without thinking about the 
possible things that could 
occur. 


I went to conferences 
because it allowed me to 
network. I traveled because it 
gave me opportunities to meet 
gurus who are experts in the 
sports medicine industry.

It’s because I want 
somebody else to 
handle problems, 
to have it in their 
hands, because 
there are bigger 
things in life that 
I need to think 
about. 



Know your limitations. A 

lot of people go to the whole 
thing right away not knowing 
that they can actually do the 
little things first. Every victory 
comes in small steps. It’s 
about making sure that you hit 
enough short-term goals that 
you can actually fulfill so that 
you won’t get overwhelmed. 

There’s always a 
possibility for our local 
players to make it to the 

NBA. With the right coaching, 
skills development, and sports 
performance training, I think 
they can find their way to the 
NBA. The key is experience. 

I think they need more 
exposure— if the local 
players have more 
exposure to better 
competition, then 
their chances 
of making it to 
the NBA will 
be higher.
